The Supreme Court ordered the release of I

The county insane bill to the people cf 
the southern and eastern portion of the 
State, is probably the most important pass­ 
ed by this Legislature. It determines the 
future policy of the Slate in regard to the 
care of the insane. It will render unnec­ 
essary any future additions to our State 
hospitals, and will lead to the separation of 
the chronic from the acute insane in the 
two hospitals, which will safe the State at 
least $75,000 a year. l ader the county 
option bill, accommodations will be fur­ 
nished tor 400 chronic insane at an ex­

to

less. 
To 
Ob lain the same accommodations by the 
enlargement of the State hospitals, or by 
the erection of a new one, would cost at 
least $350,000, and to maintain 400 patients 
in the State hospital costs $93,000 per year 
exclusive of interest on the cost of the 
building. 
The same number of patients 
can be cared for in the county asylums ata 
cost not to exceed $2 per week or $41,000 
for the whole per year. The bill was 
drawn by Senator Paul, and was intended 
aa s local measure to apply to Milwaukee 
county, but was changed by the Committee 
on Charitable and Penal Institutions so it 
could apply to any county having 20 In­ 
sane persons. 
It was supported by the 
Rock county delegation. 
The Milwaukee Industrial School bill is 
aa important one not so much qd account 
of the amount appropriated as in the 
change it is destined to make in our 
system of supporting those entitled to our 
charity. Heretofore we have been drift­ 
ing toward purely State institutions to the 
discouragement of private and associated 
charities. This we think is wrong. 
The 
State cannot manage so economically nor 
so wisely, as individuals or sssojfations. It 
acts through agents who are politicians 
and who look to the advancement of party 
interests, and by place hunters who seek 
office for the emoluments and influence the 
office gives them. On the other hand the 
private charities are managed as the affairs 
of a church are, by those who pay for its 
support, aod woo are prompted by a senti* 
meat akin to religion. 
Tbs bill appropriating $40,000 to enlarge 
the Capitol, which fortunately did not pass 
the Assembly, was unnecessary, and in the 
present financial condition oi the country, 
should not have been pressed upon the 
Legislature. If additional room is necessa­ 
ry, it would be much better to erect out­ 
side 
the 
park, on suitable grounds, 
new and independent 
buildings. The 
State Agricultural Society, which occupies 
one-eighth of the main fljor, could and 
should be assigned des* accommodations 
im some other room. So also should the 
State Board of Chanties aod Reform. The 
former society, which has rooms as large 
as and exactly like that cf the Secretary 
of State, does not transact as much bad­ 
ness la the whole year, as is transacted in 
one day, in our little Corn Exchange in 
Janesville. 
One of the most dangerous bills consul 
ered by the Legislature, is that releasing 
the warden of the State Prison from bis 
liability to the State for $10,000 lost by 
being deposited In Hobkirk’s bank at 
Waupun. 
He 
drew 
his 
money 
from the State treasury before it was Dec­ 
enary, in order to deposit It in the banks 
of one of bls friends, aud probably with 
the prospect of drawing interest thereon. 
Tne deposit was for his own benefit or that 
of his friend, and at his own risk, aod to 
release him lrom his liability, ie to notify 
all parties intrusted with public money 
that they can't invest it in “puts and calls," 
and lf they get “cornered" and lose all, 
they have only to ask some future Legisla­ 
ture for a discharge from their liability to 
the State, and they will pay it This bill 
passed the Senate without a vote from 
Rock county. 
The Calkins claim bill caused more ac­ 
rimonious debate and bad feeling than any 
other during the session. This claim has 
been before nearly every Legislature tor 
the paat fiiteen years. It b u been partial­ 
ly settled several times and killed at least 
a dozen times.

the figure were the two latter facts—that 
nobody had the money, and then nobody 
had the flour.
